The cha irma n a lso to ld o f 5 "8 0,000 being a liena ted to ­ 
wa rd co nstructio n o f thr new ja il o n Go lden Hill. T his, he 
sa id, “ lessened the bo nded indebtedness a nd will sa v e ta x ­ 
pa y ers 5 35 0.000 in interest pa y ments o v er the nex t 18 to 
20 y ea rs.’* Abo ut 5 5 5 3,000 wa s a lso directed to wa rd the reno ­ 
v a tio n o f the o ld ja il a nd co urt ho use a nd 5 34 5 ,000 wa s 
used to retire po rtio ns o f bo nded indebtedness o n ro a d ma ­ 
chinery .

M ay or F ra nc is R. Koenig , re 
sponding to a rou tine qu estion 
on m onies bu dg eted the library 
in 19 7 4, rev ealed today th at the 
libra ry ’s h oard of directors had 
requ ested, by letter on Dec. 24, 
th a t the city appropriate $35.000 
for a rc h ite c tu ra l serv ices. Koe 
nig ’s 19 74 bu dg et for the library 
calls for an ex penditu re of $55, 
000. u p from la st y e a r's $47 ,000. 
bu t th at is 
for operating ex 
penses.
